W HEllEA.S it is expedient fiivtlier to promote the permanent Pr<tnm!)lp. 
Impro^-einent of Lauded Property in Ireland by the 
judicious Expenditure of Capital : And whereas the Pro- 
prietors of Land, liaving partial and limited Interests therein, are 
5 generally unable to make the requisite Expenditure, by reason of the 
Limitations and Restrictions imposed b}^ Settlements and Wills : And 
whereas the Provisions of an Act passed in the Tenth Yem of the Recital of ^ 
Reign of Her Majesty the Queen, Chapter Thirty-two, enabling Pro- >0Vict.c.3* 
prietors having partial and limited Interests to undertake certain 
10 Improvements under the Superintendence of the Board of Works in 
Ireland, for the Improvement of their Estates, by means of public 
Money advanced for that Piu’pose, have been found to be most bene- 
ficial : And whereas it is expedient to enable such Proprietors as 
aforesaid, who may be willing so to do, to undertake the like Im- 
15 provemeuts wdth their own Monies, or with Monies borrowed on the 
Security of the Estates so to be improved, aud that for that Purpose, 
as well as for the more abundant Production of Food and the in- 
creased Employment of Farm Labourers, such Propnetors should be 
relieved from their Disabilities in that Behalf, due regard being had 
16. A to 
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to the Interests of Creditors and of those entitled in remainder : And 
whereas by the Provisions of One other Act passed in a Session of 
Parliament holden in the Eighth and Ninth Years of the Reign of our 
said Lady the Queen, and Chapter Fifty-six, certain Proprietors, 
having partial and limited Interests as aforesaid, were enabled to 5 
undertake certain Classes of Improv'ements with their o'wti Monies, 
and under the Superintendence of the Court of Chancery in Ireland : 
And wheaeas it is expedient that a more extensive Class of such 
Improvements should be encouraged, and that such Improvements 
should be executed under some more simple, inexpensive, and scientific 10 
Machinery and Superintendence than the Court of Chancery affords : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Ad\dce and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the Authority of the same, as follows ; that is to say, 15 

I. In the Construction of this Act, except where the Nature of the 
Provision or the Context of this Act shall exclude such Construction, 
the Word “Land” shall extend to all Hereditaments coipioreal and 
incorporeal, and any Estate or Interest therein, and any undivided 
Part thereof, or any Charge or Incumbrance thereon ; and the 
Words “Person or Persons” shall extend to all Bodies Politic, Cor- 
porate, or Collegiate, and also to all Archbishops, Bishops, Parsons, 
and other ecclesiastical Persons, and to any Number of Persons 
associated together as a Company or Partnership; and the Word 
“ Lease ” shall include an Agreement for a Lease ; and the Word 25 
“ Benefice ” shall include any Rectory, Vicarage, Perpetual Curacy, 
Donative, endowed public Chapel, Parochial Chapelry, and District 
Chapehy, the Incumbent whereof in right thereof shall be a Cor- 
poration bole; and the Word “O’wner” shall include the reputed 
Owner; the Expression “Chief Rent” shall include all Rents 30 
reserved upon or payable out of or in respect of the Estate or Interest 
of any Person being an 0^vue^ \vithin the Meaning of this Act, or 
any Estate or Interest paramount thereto ; and every Word importing 
the Singular Number only shall extend to several Persons or Things 
as well as to One Person or Thing ; and every Word importing the 35 
Plural Number shah extend to One Person or Thing as well as to 
several Persons and Things ; and every Word importing the Mas- 
culine Gender only shall extend to a Female as well as to a Male ; 
the Word “ Commissioners ” shall mean the Commissioners of Public 
Works in Ireland for the Time being, or any Two of them, except 40 
where otherwise expressed; the Words “ Commis.sioners of the Trea- 
sury ” shall mean the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, or any Two 
of them.

Proceeding, or Act of Parliament, it shall be sufficient Designation to 

use the Expression “The Laud Improvement Act, Ireland, 1853.” 

III. The Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland for the Time Commie- 
5 being shall be the Commissioners for the Execution of this Act, and p°yic 

shall, for the Purposes of this Act, be a Corporation with perpetual Works to 
Succession and a Common Seal to be by them altered or varied at 
their Pleasure, and such Commissioners shall have full Power, with iovict.c.32. 
the Sanction of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury and s.s. 

10 of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, to appoint so many and such 
Civil Engineers, Surveyors, Agriculturists, Architects, Builders,

tee of any such Estate or Interest as aforesaid who shall be in the 
actual Possession of tlic Land or in receipt of the Rents payable by 
the Tenant of such Laud, shall he deemed an Ovmcr of such Land 
for the Purposes of this Act ; aud in every Case in which any 5 
Person seised, possessed of, or entitled to au}’’ Land for any such 
Estate or Interest as aforesaid shall be an Infant, Feme Covert,

5. Reclamation of Waste and other Land. 

6- Making Farm Roads.

IX. Any Owner of Laud within the Meaning of this Act who 40

For the Purposes of any Inspection, Survey, or Inquiry 
directed or necessary under any of the Provisions of this Act, it shall 
be lawful for the said Commissioners, themselves, or bj' their 30 
Surveyors, Engineers, Agriculturists, Architects, Builders, Agents, 
Officers, aud Workmen, to enter upon auy Lauds with respect to 
which any Works shall be executed, or shall be proposed to be exe- 
cuted imder this Act, or auy Lands adjoining thereto, aud to dig or 
bore therein, and also to examine any Weir, Sluice, or Floodgate 35 
erected iu or upon auy River or Stream, and to open or raise, or

Purpose, any Suiwey, Map, Plan, Estimate, Specification, Book, 

40 Paper, or Documeut belonging to the said Commissioners, or to any 
Owner of Lands proposed to be improved under the Pro-visions of 
^6. D this 
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tliis Act, in the Possession or Custody of such Engineer, Surveyor, 
Agent, Officer, or Sen'^ant, any such Person shall for every such 
Offence forfeit and pay a Sum not exceeding Twenty Pounds, to be 
recovered in a summary Way before any Two Justices at Petty 
Sessions, and levied under the Wairant of such Justices by Distress 5 
and Sale of the Goods of the Persons so relusing or neglecting ; and 
it shall be la\vfiil for such Justices to order any Constable, with 
proper Assistauce, to search for and take possession of any such 
Survey, Map, Plan, Estimate, Specification, Book, Paper, or Docu- 
ment, and to deliver the same to the said Commissioners, or any 10 
Person authorized by them to receive the same. 

And whereas it may happen that, by reason of the Works to be 
executed in pursuance of the Provisions of this Act, it may be con- 
venient to alter the Boundaries of the Lands of different Owners, and 
therefore that such Powers of Exchange should be given to the Com- 15 
missioners as after mentioned : Be it enacted therefore as follows : 

XLII. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners, upon the Appli- 
cation in Writing of the Persons interested as Owners as herein-before 
defined, except Owners rmder a Lease reserving Rent for a Life or 
Lives, or for a Term of Years, in any Lands which shall be drained or go 
improved under the Provisions of this Act, or in any Lands adjacent to 
any such Lands, and who shall desire to effect an Exchange of Lands in 
which they respectively shall be so interested, to dii-ect Inquiries whether 
such proposed Exchange would be beneficial to the Owners of such re- 
spective Lands, and has been rendered necessary or expedient by reason 25 
of any such Drainage or Improvement as aforesaid ; and in case the Com- 
missioners shaU be of opinion that such Exchange would be beneficial, 
and that the Terms of the proposed Exchange are just and reasonable, 
they shall cause to be framed and coufimied, under the Hands and 
Seal of the Commissioners, an Order of Exchange, with a Map or 30 
Plan thereunto annexed, in which Order shall be specified and shown 
the Lands given and taken in exchange by each Person so interested 
respectively, and a Copy of such Order, under the Seal of the Com- 
missioners, shall be delivered to each of the Parties on whose Applica- 
tion the Exchange shaU have been made, and such Order of Exchange 35 
shall be good, valid, and effectual in the Law to all Intents and 
Pmposes whatsoever, and shall be in uowise liable to be impeached 
by reason of any Infirmity of Estate or Defect of Title of the Persons 
on whose Application the same shall have been made ; and the Land 
taken upon every such Exchange shall be and enure to, for, and upon 40 
the same Uses, Trusts, Intents, and Pmposes, and subject to the 
same Conditions, Charges, and Incumbrances as the Lands given on 
such Exchange would have stood limited or been subject to in case 

such 
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such Order had uot been made ; and all Expenses with reference 
to such Order and Exchange, or the Inquiries in relation thereto, or 
to any proposed Exchange, shall be home by the Persons on whose 
Application such Order shall have been made or such Inquiries under- 
5 taken : Provided always, that no Exchange shall be made of any 
Land held in right of any Church or Chapel or other ecclesiastical 
Benefice w'ithout the Consent, testified in Writing, of the Bishop of 
the Diocese and the Patron of such Benefice ; provided also, that no 
One Lot or Parcel of Land given or taken in exchange under the 
10 foregoing Provision shall ever exceed Tew Acres; and it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners to authorize the Payment of any 
Sum of Money by way of Equality of Exchange, or in respect of any 
such Exchange, and the Monies so given shall be paid and divided by 
the said Commissioners in such Manner as they shall think fit, and 
15 for the compensating the Parties interested in the Land given in 
exchange, and according to their respective Estates and Interests, 
and the Decision of the Commissioners in the Premises shall be 
binding. 

XLIII. No such Order of Exchange us aforesaid shall be confirmed Notices of 
20 by the Commissioners until Notice shall have been given by Adver- to 

tisement in Three successive Weeks of such proposed Exchange, and be given. 
Three Calendar Months shall have elapsed from the Publication of 
the last of such Advertisements ; and in case, before the Expiration 
of such Three Calendar Months, any Person entitled to any Estate in 
25 or to any Charge upon any Laud included in such proposed Exchange 
shall give Notice in Writing to the Commissioners of his Dissent 
from such proposed Exchange, the Commissioners shall not confirm 
an Order for such Exchange unless such Dissent shall be withdiumi, 
or it shall be showu to the Commissioners that the Estate or Charge 
30 of the Party so dissenting shall have ceased. 

XT, TV. If any Difference shall arise touching the said Expenses in Expenses of 
relation to any Exchange, Orders, or Inquiries as aforesaid, or the ^ 3^ 

Share thereof to be paid by any Person, it shall be lawful for the s,64. 
Commissioners to certify, under theh Hands and Seal, the Amount 
35 to be paid by such Person ; and in case any Person shall neglect or 
refuse to pay his vShare so certified to he payable by him, and upon 
the Production of such Certificate before any Two Justices of the 
Peace for the County or other Jmrisdiction -wherein the Land shall be 
situate, such Justices, upon, the Nonpayment thereof, are hereby 
40 required, by Warrant under their Hands and Seals, to cause the same 
to be levied by Distress. 

16. D :> XLV. Not- 
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XL\. Notwith-stauding anything iu this Act contained or implied 
to the contrary, it shall not be lawful for any Person or Persons to 
embank or reclaim from the Sea or Tidal Waters, or Rivers, any 
Shore, Mnd Bank, or Slobs belonging to Her Majesty in right of the 
Cro\ni, or to reclaim waste or other Lands belonging to Her Majesty 5 
in right of Her Crown, or to construct Works on any such Lands, nor 
shall it be la^vihl for the said Conmiissioners to grant Authority to 
any Per.sou or Persons for the Purposes aforesaid without the previous 
Consent of Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Successors, to be signified in 
Writing under the Hands of Two of the Commissioners for the Time 10 
being of Her Majesty’s Woods, Forests, Laud Revenues, Works, and 
Buildings, and as far as regards the Embankment or Reclamation of 
Lands from the Sea or Tidal Waters, or Rivers, or the Construction 
of W orks belou- High-water Mark without the previous Consent also 
of the Lord High Admiral, or Commissioners for executing the Office 15 
of Loid I'ligh Admiral, of the United Kingdom, to be signified in 
W riting under the Hand of the Secretary of the Admiralty for the 
Time being, except in those Cases wherein the Soil and Bed of the 
Tidal Waters and Rivers, and Rights of Vice-Admiralty and Con- 
scrvmicy, have been granted by the Crown to and are now vested in 20 
uiiy other Body.
